Council Chamber, March Ist, 1927.

Your Committee met at the Provincial Forest Farm, St. Wil- 
liams, on February 16, 1927. After discussing necessary action in 
connection with present holdings of this County for reforestation 
purposes, it was decided that all spaces or breaks in the plantations 
should this year be filled in with red pine. 


New plantings were recommended for the fol owing lots : 
Blance of Lot 15, Concession 14, N. Walsingham, 20 acres. 
Part of Lot 14, Concession 18, North Walsingham, 465 acres, 
Part of Lot 8, Concession 9, Charlotteville, 10 acres. 

Part of Lot 8, Concession 12, Townsend, 30 acres. 

And in the event of purchase, 75 acres on Lot 6, Concession 


10, Charlotteville. 


Your Committee is pleased to report that all stock, together 
with the cost of planting, will be given without cost to the County, — 
such costs being cared for through the Forestry Branch of the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests. For this favor we wish to than‘

concession was acquired.

Your Committee met on February 15th and conferred with 
delegation from Norfolk County Chamber of Commerce, and also 
District Agriculture Representative. They have since received from 
Chamber of Commerce a suggested program of that Body for the 
year 1927. 


Committee also met this morning and again this afternoon. 


Your Committee now beg leave to report and make recommen- 
dation as follows : 


1—That the Department of Agriculture be asked to supply a 
competent man to hold meetings in various centres in the County 
in order to secure and assist farmers who would use correct ferti- 
lizer on selected fields, as we believe field, vegetable and canning 
crops can be materially increased by proper use of lime and phos- 
phates on the different soils.

2—That steps be taken to have a Provincial Experimental 
Tobacco Station established in Norfolk. 


3—That $100.00 be advanced for District Agriculture Repre- 
sentative to supplement Junior Extension Work in School Fairs. 


4—That efforts be made to have a Short Course, similar to 
that just completed in Waterford, established at some other point 
in the County. 


5—That establishment of game preserves be extended. 


6 —That Provincial Minister of Agriculture be written asking 
consideration in legislation in pending addition of screens 6 grain 
thrashers to catch Weed-Seed. 


7—That Committee secure information regarding shipments 
in South Norfolk Railway, and confer with Norfolk County Cham- 
ber of Commerce with view for making recommendation of Schedule. 


8—That Chamber of Commerce be asked to co-operate with 
Agriculture and Industrial Committee in regard to County exhibits 
at the Canadian National Exhibition and Winter Fair. 


9—That Council consider advisability of a gathering this 
Summer, say at Forestry Farm, and asking delegations from ad- 
joining Counties to visit points of agricultural interest in Norfolk. 


10—That Poultry Association be granted the sum of $25 00.

$15.00, $10.00 and $500 for the best three essays, not to 
exceed 8,000 words, on the subject ‘* Canada Since Confederation 
and Now,” written by pupils in High and Continuation Schools 


Essays to be written on one side of sheets only. 


Teacher or Principal of each school shall decide which is the 
best essay in that school, and only one essay on each subject shall 
be sent from that school.

Cook, P. S. I. and one member selected by each of the following:

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Report of the Special Committee on Al- 
terations for Surrogate Court Offices. 


Court House, Simcoe, 


June 7th, 1927. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. 


Gettlemen : 


Your Special Committee appointed to report on alterations for 
Surrogate Court Offices beg leave to report as follows : 


1. Considering it advisable to secure information on how 
other Counties provided accomodation, your committee selected 
Haldimand as having a population comparable with Norfolk, and 
accordingly made an inspection of the Court House at Cayuga on 
‘May 19th We found the Surrogate Offices to consist of a large 
outer office, an inner office, and vault, with an overflow vault in 
basement. 


The outstanding feature of this modern Court House was the 
endeavour to use for two purposes those rooms which would other- 
wise be used only a few days in the year. ‘Thus the Law Library 
was also the Judge’s Chambers, the Grand Jury Room was an outer 
oftice for the Sheriff, the Petit Jury Room was a Committee Room 
for the County Council, and the Court Room was also used by the 
County Council. 


2. On their return your Committee conceived the idea of 
using the Court Room for Council Sessions, giving over the present 
County Council Room for Surrogate Offices, and constructing the 
vault in west end where drafting room and store room now are. 


8, Committee then adjourned to meet on 21st and consult 
with Mr. Bodley the Architect employed by the Building Com- 
mitte. The proposal was gone into with the Architect's assistance 
on this date, and it was throught that this alteration could be made 
for about $3300. Allowing $1200 for vault and office equipment, 
this would total $4500 or about half the former proposal; the 
saving being made by not disturbing the vault in present Surrogate 
Office, by not having a second story to build, and by reason of there 





being no basement under the proposed vault site. It was also 
thought that the present Surrogate Offices could be placed at dis- 
posal of County Engineer. That the present Committee Room at 
north of Council Room could be placed at disposal of the School 
Inspector. That toilet accom dation available to Judge and Surro- 
gate Clerk could be located at north end of Council Room and that 
minor changes would adapts the Court Room for Council use. 


4. The Warden and Chairman of Committee were then re- 
quested to confer with the Building Committee, and if they were 
also in favor of the proposal. the Architect was to be asked to pre- 
pare plans and call for tenders for the work. 


5. These two members of your Special Committee met with 
the Building Committee on May 25th, and on outlining the plan 
and going over the Court House with them found to be in favor of 
the proposition. 


6. A letter copy of which is attached hereto, was therefore 
written to the Architect, asking him to prepare plans and call for 
tenders for the proposed work, and as considerable time has already 
elapsed since the vault accomodation was found to be inadequate, 
it was thought that a Special Session of Council might be convened 
immediately after receipt of tenders. 


7. Your Committee regret that there was not sufficient time 
between May Session and present Session to secure plans and ten- 
ders. Mr. Bodley having advised our Clerk. Mr Porter, only yes- 
terday that it wou'd still be three days before he would call for 
tenders, and have plans available therefore. 


8. Your Committee would therefore recommend that if the 
proposed alterations and construction meets with the approval of 
Council, that a special session be convened for purpose of consider- 
ing plang and tenders for same as soon as these shall have been re 
ceived, so that if a satisfactory tender is made the work may be 
proceeded with immediately. 


9. Your Committee wishes to thank the Warden for consent- 
ing to hold this Session in the Oourt Room that Council might be 
in a better position to consider the change; and wish also to ex- 
press their appreciation of the assistance given by Mr. Innes and 
Mr. Marston in making the trip to Cayuga, and to Mr. Porter for 
his prompt calling of Committee meetings. ‘

A By-Law to provide Ways and Means for carrying on the 
Public Service of the Vounty of Norfoik for the current year. 


WHEREAS itis necessary to provide Ways and Means to 
carry on the Public Service of the County of Norfolk fur the current 
year, 


AND WHEREAS it appears that there will be required for 
General Purposes the sum of One Hundred and One ‘Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Twenty Dollars, ($101,920); for payment on 
Provincial Highways and to Urban Municipalities under the High- 
way Improvement Act, the sum of Nine Thousand Seven Hun- 
dred and Kleven Dollars and Seventy-nine Cents, ($9711.79), and 
for retiring debentures charged to County Road System, the sum of 
Fifty Three Thousand Four Hundred and Seventy Four Dollars 
and Sixty Five Cents, ($53,474 65) ; for Construction and Mainten- 
ance on County Roads the sum of Sixty Seven Thousand 
Kight Hundred and Fifty Three Dollars and Fifty Six Cents 
($67,853.56, and for Educational Purposes the sum of Eleven 
Hundred and Six Dollars and Sixty Hight Cents, ($1106 68), the 
last mentioned sum to be raised from the property not included in 
the Town of Simcoe.
